which the people may well ponder. 

Whether or not it has always been necessary, it has been almost 
the invariable custom in the past for the great agricultural states to 
look to the so-called money centers of the nation for fmancial help 
in the harvest season, and it has been the rule in the past that the 
diversion of the great sums necessary from industrial and mercan- 
tile channels has created a temporary monetary stringency. Always 
the money centers at this time of year have exhibited perturbation 
lest while the moving of the crops was drawing heavily upon their 
resources they might be called upon to meet some extraordinary con- 
dition in the regular course of business—in the handling of securities, 
for example—and be unprepared for it. 

This year they may feel no anxiety on this score. The national 
government is prepared to accommodate them with more cash than 
they can use. The bankers, having inquired into the ability of the 
West and South to take part in the crop movement, are convinced 
that not more than one third of the amount offered will be needed. 

But the great thing, after all, is not how much or how little 
the national government shall be called upon to deposit in order that 
the products of the farms may flow easily and speedily into and 
through their proper channels—the great thing is that it could be 
made many times the amount proffered without weakening percept- 
ibly, let alone exhausting, the treasury of the nation. He takes an 
erroneous view of all this who finds in it occasion for exultation 
rather than gratitude. The country is blessed beyond measure; it 
should be the aim of its people, not in boastfulness but in humility, 
1o prove that it is not blessed beyond its deserving.

This is no mean sum, and taken in connection with expenditures now 

being made by the dock commission, it should insure the carrying 
out of some very important improvements at an early day. 

These, probably, will include the removal of shoals and rocks 
in order to give greater and safer access to the wharves of the city, 
and to reduce the tidal velocities through Hell Gate. The engineer 
of the harbor favored the expenditure of $10,000,000 in giving the 
Fast river a deeper and a wider channel. This estimate has been 
cut down to $8,000,000, while some other estimates originally made 
have been cut out altogether. It would seem from the items allowed 
that it is the purpose of General Bixby and the river and harbor 
hoard to bring about the accomplishment of the work most needed 
at present. All of the improvements provided for in Colonel 
Black’s recommendations, and many others, will have to be made 
some day, but New York and New York harbor will both be doing 
well, in consideration of the necessities and demands of other ports, 
if they shall obtain appropriations to meet their needs from year 
to year. |

1 omit 18 doubted In some quarters that even if the 
project shall be carried out successfully it 
will benefit the masses of the people. The masses of the people, it 
is held, do not come in contact with the steward or the chef, and 
if they come in contact with the cook, he or she is not of the type 
likely to be graduated from the Muncie College. Moreover. the 
contention is that the hotels of the country, speaking of those of 
the better class, are well cared for at present in all the lines named. 
They have excellent stewards, competent chefs and capable cooks. 
As much, it 1s held, may be said for all the first-class restaurants. 
Where there is a real need is in the home, and the need there is not 
for a steward, nor for a-chef, nor yet for a high-salaried cook, but 
for somebody, member of the family or employed person, who can 
do. better in the kitchen and by the table than is done now. 

There is no question but that a widely diffused knowledge of 
cookery would be conducive to the welfare of the masses of the 
people. It would result in making the family income go farther than 
it goes now, for onething. It would result in making a better show- 
ing for the money spent upon foodstuffs than can be shown now, 
for another thing. For a third thing, it would very probably lead 
to the promotion of domestic harmony, and that is something not 
to be overlooked. The real question is, Would the course likely to 
be taught at Muncie be helpful to those who would be called upon 
to. cook neither upon so extensive nor so expensive a scale as that 
which obtains in the great hotels and cafes? 

We should be inclined to say offhand that it would. No 
doubt the plan for Muncie 1s that the course shall be thorough and 
liberal. That the best results may be obtained, household as well 


- 


as hotel and restaurant cooking must be taught. The students, 
that is, must be grounded in the fundamentals. Therefore, an 
academic as well as a college course in cookery must be provided 
for Muncie, and the former should be made so complete as to equip 
sudents for mastery in the home kitchen. All this, of course, is 
in anticipation of the plans of the founders. As we see it, they 
should be encouraged to go ahead along the lines they have marked 
out, for unless We are greatly mistaken they will soon realize that 
it will be to their advantage to bring the whole nation up to a higher 
standard of knowledge in the culinary art, and that this cannot be 
done without interesting the plain people in their enterprise.

It has often been pointed out in 
these columns as well as on the Latin-American page of the Monitor 
that whatever constructive or regenerative work the United States 
will feel called upon to promote, directly or indirectly, on the exten- 
sive isthmian region of America, the republic of El Salvador, most 
densely populated political entity and one of the most intensely 
cultivated on this continent, will be found a pivotal factor. 

It was during the American intervention in Nicaragua that the 
republic of El Salvador showed its mettle, not so much by its pro- 
nouncedly anti-American attitude, as by repeated offers of tangible 
aid, financial and otherwise, to the distressed sister republic. Sal- 
vador’s excellent foreign credit enabled the little republic to take a 
stand.in the Nicaraguan imbroglio that stamped it for the time being 
the leader in isthmian America. What distinguishes the little 
republic from its neighbors is the fact that it is cultivated almost 
in its entirety, due to the extraordinarily dense population, which 
gives it the sécond place in Central America. If it has had> its 
share of political commotions it is largely due to its strategic posi- 
tion, surrounded as El Salvador is by Guatemala, Honduras and 
Nicaragua with all that that implies politically and economically. 

Constructtiveness has been a distinguishing teature of Salva- 
dorean politics in the last few years, and. such as the outlook is today 
for developments in isthmian America it is certain to find an increas- 
ingly large scope in the future. For the same reason the relations 
between the United States and El Salvador are likely to become very 
close, perhaps closer than with.any of the other republics. To turn 
those relations into channels of cooperation is palpably one of the 
main tasks before the statesmanship of Washington and as an earnest 
thereof the signing of the peace treaty, the first of the long series, 
is doubly welcome, and may be looked upon as doubly significant.

Recently we referred to the motor boat move- 
ment from Atlantic coast points to the Great lakes, via river and

canal. 

A canoe, of course, can work its way along streams that may 
be impassable to the larger type of motor boat, but, generally speak- 
ing, the latter might easily follow the route mapped out for the 
present tour. 

This follows the Hudson to Albany, through the Erie canal to 
Buffalo, across Lake Erie to Ashtabula, by way of the Beaver river 
canal to Pittsburgh, then down the Ohio to Cairo and up to St. 
Louis on the Mississippi. After a short stay in the latter place, 
ihe canoeists will paddle down the “Father of Waters” to New 
Orleans, thence around the gulf coast to Florida, into the lagoons and 
swamps of the Everglades, making their way, perhaps, via Lake 
Okeechobee to the Atlantic, thence up the coast, through inland 
waterways when possible, into Chesapeake bay and its canal system, 
and, finally, by Raritan canal to New York.

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of which are so far-reaching as to be almost 
incalculable, are the relations between what 
are termed the yellow races in the far east. What the effect of a 
close alliance between Japan and China would be, it 1s difficult to 
say. One thing,” however, is certain, that it would entirely recast 
the relations of the east with the west, with the result that the 
domination of the ministers of the great powers in Peking would be 
summarily lessened. In these circumstances, it is of the frst impor- 
tance to endeavor to understand the rapprochement which is every 
day becoming closer and closer between Peking .and Tokio. 

These relationships have been profoundly modihed by the revolu- 
tion which drove the Manchu dynasty from power. As a result of 
that revolution the party of revolution has become in turn divided. 
What for convenience are known as northern and southern China, 
have become opposed, though it would be far more accurate to 
describe the regime of Yuan Shih Kai in the north as a modified 
autocracy of the Manchu Emperors, and the ideals with which Sun 
Yat Sen is endeavoring to permeate the south as an echo of the 
republican trend of the west. In these circumstances, Japan has 
been compelled to make her choice. Undoubtedly it is her policy 
to stand well with either side. This has proved, however, almost 
too delicate an example of political gymnastics even for a Japanese 
statesman. As a result, though the attitude of Tokio at Peking is 
strictly correct, in accordance with all the precedents of diplomacy, 
it is none the less becoming perfectly well known that her sympa- 
thies are entirely with the republican party in the south. 

When the sympathies of a power are engaged it is almost 
invariably because its interests point the same way. ‘The interests 
of Japan point directly to participation in the development of China; 
and Japan understands perfectly that the development of China will 
take place far more profitably to herself through some such system 
of railway building as outlined by Sun Yat Sen, than by the system 
of militarism on which Yuan Shih Kai is being compelled to stand. 
Again and again in the columns of The Christian Science Monitor 
we have drawn attention to the extraordinary way in which the com- 
mercial interests of northern China are being dominated from 
Tokio, and now it is becoming more and more apparent that the 
process which has already been noticed in Manchuria is developing 
along the length and breadth of the Yangtze valley. The necessity 
which always. stares Tokio in the face is that of providing for a 
superabundant population. That necessity can best be supplied by 
the peacetul development of the vast provinces of the Chinese empire. 
conomic necessities have drawn the influence of Japan into the 
orbit of southern China, and as no race of people understand the 
Chinese question more clearly than the Japanese, there is: perhaps 
no great prophetic insight necessary in assuming that when Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen declared that the fight between the north and the south

The registrar of the treasury keeps a record of all the money - 


issues of the government and his signature appears on all currency 
put into circulation during his term of office. In a sense, then, 
after an interval of more than 400 years since the white pian first 
began to have business relations with the American Indian, a true 
native of the soil is about to become a wampum chief of the invader’s 
government. Many things have changed, and many things have 
occurred since wampum was in circulation among Mr. Parker's 
ancestors, but through all changes and through all occurrences the 
medium of exchange has preserved some of its most conspicuous 
characteristics. 

It is apparently as necessary to the relationship between individ- 
uals and peoples as it was when this continent was first discovered. 
Whether made of quahaug shells, metal or paper, it has, generally 
speaking, maintained its integrity and stood good for its face value. 
Now and then, in wampum as in coin and currency days, there have 
been slight lapses during which the purchasing power of the one or 
the other has fallen or risen abnormally to the disturbance of trade 
and of living cost; there have occasionally been disputes as to ‘con- 
traction and inflation; there have been differences of opinion as’ to 
ratios, and all that, but, on the whole, the wampum of the period, 
whatever it might be, has met present human necessities and has 
always commanded a large measure of public respect. That this will 
continue under the administration of the new registrar of the cur- 
rency there is no reason to doubt.
